United States District Judge 
Rubev M. Hulen rejected a plea 
for leniency, The charge, a 
misdemeanor, * carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of a year’s im- 
prisonment plus a $500 fine 

Defense Attorney William J 
Becker asked for probation 
aiter the plea for leniency was 
denied. He emphasized that Dr. 
Puffer had gone to tax agents 
of his own accord and, in an 
effort to get his affairs straigcht- 
ened out, had volunteered in- 
formation about his failure to 
file

Abstentions were heaviest in 
Tunis, the capital, and in 
Djerba, native town of the ex- 
tremist Neo-Destour leader, 
Salah Ben Youssef. Only about 
55 per cent of those eligible 
voted in Tunis and about 30 per 
cent in Djerba 

Many voters, unable to write 
their names, identified them- 
selves with a thumbprint To 
make things easier, colored 
ballots were used—pink for the 
National Front, green for the

While France has agreed to 
give Tunisia independence, the 
present Neo-Destour govern- 
ment has agreed to work out a 
future relation of “interdepend- 
ence” with the French. 

Ben Youssef, who wants the 
Prench to quit Tunisia com- 
pletely, fled to Cairo several 
weeks ago to escape arrest.

LONDON. March 26 (‘UP 


HE Royal Family is going to spend Easter at its favorite 
home, ancient Windsor Castle 
Queen Elizabeth and Prince Philip now have a 


private suite like a self-contained apartment in the Victoria 
Tower, and there they can enjoy real family life with Prince 
Charles and Princess Anne. 

It's a treat for them to be able to do all those simple 
domestic things other folks take for granted, and that aren't 
possible at Buckingham Palace. 

At Windsor the Queen even has a smal! kitchenette of 
her own in her suite, adjoining her blue bedroom, It’s dec- 
orated in turquoise and white, streamlined in American 
style and has two blue-topped stools at a dining-shelf. 

In the evening the Queen likes to dismiss the servants 
and spend a quiet evening with her husband watching her 
favorite TV programs by candlelight, which she thinks best 
for viewing. Then she'll put on an apron and go into her 
kitchenette to make supper. 

It’s nothing elaborate—the Queen has naver had a 
chance to practice enough to be a good cook. But she man- 
ages eggs and bacon and coffee or maybe a casserole dish 
well-flavored with garlic because Prince Philip likes that. 

When the kitchenette was first installed, the Queen 
discovered all her elaborate official.ensembles smelled of 
cooking when she put on. The odors had leaked 
through the door into her clothes closets next door, So 
special fume-extractors were hastily fitted in 

Weather permitting, the Queen and Prince Philip and 
the two children will go out riding together during the 
Easter week vacation. Prince Charles and Princess Anne 
are getting on well with their ponies, William and Heather, 
taking regular riding instruction at a nearby school. 

Prince Philip probably will put his family in his car and 
drive off for a picnic tea on the banks of the River Thames. 
There'll be sessions of picking the daffodils which bloom by 
the thousands in the castle gardens.
